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THE LATEST COINAGE.

Eastern papers report the circu- 
lation of a counterfeit silver dollar, 
in all respects like the genuine, the 
value being the same, viz.: 85 
cents, The manufacture of the 
coins at other than the efficial mint 
is illegal, says the San Francisco 
Bulletin. The stamp of the Gov- 
ernment is counterfeited. But it is 
a curious fact that ind#viduals are 
willing to make a coin of the exact 
value of the American silver dollar, 
for the profit there may be in the 
transaction of about 12 per cent., 
and are willing to take all the risks 
of the business. 

Of course, these unofficial coins 
are counterfeit, in the sense above 
stated, though their intrinsic value 
is exactly the same as that of Gov- 
ernment coins. But the same thing 
is true of silver coins now every- 
where. There is a greater differ- 
ence in value between twenty silver 
shillings and a gold sovereign in 
England. Silver money every- 
where has become token money 
since German demonetization, A 
Boston paper comments on the new 
counterfeiting coin in this way: 


But they still would come under the 
ban of the law, if a precedent recorded 
in the annals of Smyrna should rule. 
Once upon a time a man was arrested 
in that port for counterfeiting the para 
a Turk coin, the very small legal 
value of which had been very much 
debased by the government. The ac- 
cosed in a demurrer proved that his 
coins were actually worth more than 
those struck at the government mint. 
„Away with bim,“ shouted the Jud 
“One must not allow the doings of t e 
government to be brought into disre- 
pute by invidious comparison.“ And 
away to prison went the accused. 


It would be a dreadful burlesque 
on the silver dollar coinage busi- 
ness if a private coin of the exact 
value of the official coin should get 
into general circulation. Won 
once the value was known, people 
would reluctantly refuse the coin. 
That is, they would not take any 
particular pains to discriminate be- 
tween two coins of the same in- 
trinsic value, but for one fact—the 
Government dollar is a legal tender, 
whereas the other is not. Many 
years ago $50 slugs passed as cur- 
rency in California. Their real 
value was known, and for that 
reason they became current. 

While the counterfeiters are 
about it they might make a dollar 
a little better than the present cur- 
rent one—worth, say, 90 cents, as 
against 88 cents for the genuine one. 
Of course there would be the ever- 
present contingency of prosecu- 
tion, even when the simulated coin 
was worth more than the official 
oue. At present the Government 
claims the monopoly ef manufac- 
turing all the depreciated coin for 
general circulation. 

But the reason is not obscure. 
It requires a general agreement of 
the nations to rehabilitate silver. 
Till that is effected, there must al- 
ways be a difference between the 
legal and commercial value of sil- 
ver coinage. If all hopes of an ad- 
justment of that nature should van- 
ish, our goveroment will have to 
put silver up to the gold standard in 
its silvercoins. The risk run in that 
ease would be that every time silver 
rose io value our silver coins would 
be shipped out of the country —that 
is to say, when it ruse in value 
above the cost of shipment. Under 
these circumstances, it bas been 
considered wise to werk along as 
we are at present aud await devel- 
opments.

OUR IMMIGRATION. 


During the month of March 
38,730 immigrants came to the 
United States. As showing the na- 
tions which supply us the greater 
number, it is interesting to notice 
the statistics of these fresh arrivals. 
It is generally supposed that Ire- 
land always leads, but here we find 
that Germany sends nearly six 
times as many as the Emerald Isle. 
Next to Germany comes Canada 
with a little overa third as many. 
Then Italy, followed closely by 
England and Wales. Ireland is 
fifth in the list, and the other coun- 
tries are arranged in the following 
order: Switzerland, Hungary, Swe- 
den, Scotland, Denmark, Austria, 
Norway, Netherlands, France, Rus- 
sia, Bohemia, Belgium, Poland. 
The last mentioned sends only 85, 
while the first of all, Germany, 
sends 14,759.

Addison Davis, a colored waiter at 
the Tivoli restaurant, saw Dunn enter 
the place, heard a shot fired, turned 
around and saw Elliott rise from his 
chair. Dunn then fired «wo shots and 
retreated intothe rear room. The men 
then§ grappled, and when they arose 
from the floor both had revolvers. 

William Langdon, otherwise known 
as “‘ Appetite Hill,“ had conscientious 
scruples about being sworn, and af- 
firmed to histestimony. He said he 
was the owner of the Tivoli, and 
knew both Dunn and Elliott. Had a 
conversation with Dunn on February 
13th in regard to Elliott, when Dunn 
said Elliott was a coward and afraid 
to meet Sullivan. Dunn also called 
Elliott a cur and used like terms. In 
a subsequent conversation Dunn said, 
„If ever I meet Elliott again I will 
cook him.“ This was the day Dunn 
had kept out of Clarile’s saloon for 
fear of Elliott. 

Witness told Dunn Elliott was a 
powerful man and dangerous to fight 
with. “It’s no matter,“ said Dunn, 
“he is near-sighted, and if he gets a 
ball in his belly be will run like a dog. 
I have got the best of it.“ Witness 
was ina private room about 12 feet 
from where Elliott was sitting at the 
time of the tragedy. Witness beard 
pistol shots, and when be opened the 
door saw Dunn retreating, and Elliott 
advancing towards him. There was 
nothing in Elliott’s hands. When 
witness got into the front room El- 
liott was lying on the floor, and the 
officers had arrested Dunn. 

Parson Davies, Elliott's manager 
and backer, testified that before the 
shooting he told McDonald that he 
was afraid Elliott would kill Dunn 
unless he was shotin the back. W. 
A. Pinkerton and McDonald, promi- 
nent and notorious gamblers, testified 
in behalf of the defense that Elliott’s 
practice and habit was to carry a re- 
volver, McDonald swearing that El- 
liott had a pistol in his possession 
only a short time before the fatal en-
